NOMINATION IN KANSAS CITY NEXT WEEK AND IN VICTORY IN THE 
NOVEMBER GENERAL ELECTIONS.CEND OPT) BUT THE INTERVIEW 
PROVIDED A BLUE-PRINT OF WHAT MISTER FORD CONSIDERS THE 
PRIORITIES HE \JOULD EMPHASIZE IN FOREIGN POLICY OVER THE NEXT 
FOUR YEARS. 

AS HISTER FORD SEES THEN, THOSE PRIORITIES ARE SIX. ONE 
IS THE CONCLUSION OF A RESPONSIBLE STRATEGIC ARMS LIiIETATION 
AGREEMENT WITH THE SOVIET UNION, PRESIDENT FORD INDICATED HE 
IS OPTIHISTIC O& THIS. HE SAID "WE ARE GRADUALLY NARROWING THE 
DIFFERENCES," AD ADDED HE SEES A POSSIBLE AGREEMENT IN WHAT 
HE CALLED "THE NEAR FUTURE." HE ALSO SAID HIS PRIORITIES 
INCLUDE GREATER PROGRESS IN MUTUAL FORCE REDUCTIONS IN 
EUROPE, TWO OTHERS ARE STRONGER ATLANTIC AND PACIFIC ALLIANCES 
ANOTHER PRIORITY OF A FORD ADMINISTRATION WOULD BE GREATER 
HEADWAY TOWARD PEACE IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. AND STILL ANOTHER, 
NOT NECESSARILY THE SIXTH, “!GULD BE GREATER NORMALIZATION 
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OF RELATIONS WITH PEKING. IN ALL OF THESE AREAS, THE FORD INTERVIEW 
INDICATED, THE BASIC ELEISENTS AT LEAST ARE IN PLACE. 

THOSE ELEMENTS OWE iiUCH TO THE REALISM WITH WHICH AMERICAN 
FOREIGH POLICY HAS HELPED AVOID THREATS TO PEACE IN THE PAST 
TWO YEARS. IN SOUTHEAST ASIA, THE AMERICAN WITHDRAWAL FROH 
VIETNAM HAS NOT RESULTED IN “HAT :ANY AMERICANS AND OTHERS 
ELSEWHERE FEARED: THE DOMINOES WHICH, ACCORDING TO ONE THEORY, 
MOULD FALL, DIO NOT, THE PHILIPPINES, THAILAND AND INDONESIA 
HAVE NOT FALLEN UNDER COMMUNIST RULE. 

It! EUROPE, COMMUNISTS IN BOTH EAST AND YIEST HAVE GROWN RESTIVE 
UNDER MOSCOW'S LEADERSHIP. IN THE MIDDLE EAST, WHILE THE LEBANESE 
TRAGEDY HAS SLOWED PROGRESS FCR PEACE IN THAT AREA, THE 
VAR IN LEBANON HAS IHiPARTED A SENSE OF THE URGENT NEED FOR A 
SETTLEMENT SETYEEN THE ARAL STATES AND ISRAEL-- A 
SETTLEMENT LONG FAVORED BY AHERICAN POLICY. AND IN THE THIRD WORLD, 
AMERICAN INITIATIVES HAVE IMPROVED THE CLINATE CETWEEN DEVELOPING 
AND DEVELOPED NATIONS If! THE SEARCH FOR A MUTUAL 
ACCOMMODATION OF THEIR ECHOMIC PROBLEMS, AN INSTANCE OF THIS 
IS THE IHPROVED CLIiIATE OF RELATIONS BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES 
AND LATIN AHERICA. 

AT ANY RATE, PRESIDENT FORD IN HIS INTERVIEW LEFT 
LITTLE DOUBT THAT HE FIRIILY BELIEVES THAT HIS FOREIGN POLICY 
RECORD IS GOOD, AS A HATTER OF FACT, ONE ELEMENT OF THAT FOREIGN 
POLICY 1S THAT IN ESSENCE IT HAS PURSJED AIHS ADVOCATED BY 
PREVIOUS ADMINISTRATIONS--REPUBLICAN AND DEMOCRATIC. AS SUCH THE 
FORD FOREIGN POLICY PROVIDES A CASIS FOR THE NEXT ADMINISTRATION
